Webster, M. L. A., of Calgary 
and Dr. G. P. Hope, of the 
Medical Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, and a farm- 
er,

candidature, and Mr. Webster 
and Dr. Hope came from the 
northern part of the Province 
to tell the people of Mr. Mc- 
Donald’s home town what the 
electors of the northern sec- 
tions of the Province think of 
Mr. McDonald and his qualifca- 
tions as Liberal Leader for the 
Province. , 

Dr. O. F. Fanset was chair- 
man, and was accompanied on 
the platform by Mr. McDonald, 
Mr. Webster, Dr. Hope and H 
Bossenberry, the Liberal can- 
didate for Pincher Creek. 

Mr. McDonald was first call- 
ed upon to speak, and he con- 
fined himself to a. few general 
remarks, leaving policital ques- 
tions to be dealt with by Dr. 
Hope and Mr. Webster, stating 
that he would deal with these 
questions on Tuesday evening 
at Mrs. Nellie McClung’s meet- 
ing. Mr. McDonald told the 
audience of his visits all over 
the Province, of the wonderful 
reception he had received, of 
the revived spirit of Liberalism 
which was sweeping over the 
Province, and the encouraging 
outlook for a large number of 
Liberal candidates being re- 
turned on June 19th. He spoke 
in eulogistic terms of the large 
number of high-class, emin- 
ent, educated men who were 
the Liberal candidates, men of 
the stamp who were out for the 
good of the Province first, be- 
fore the party. He also said 
that he had found all over the 
Province that large numbers 
of Liberals, Farmers and others 
who had turned U. F. A. in 
1921 were returning to the 
Liberal party because the 
Farmer Government had fail- 
ed to carry out the policies out- 
lined and promises made_ in 
1921. Mr. McDonald said that 
he regretted that he had not 
been able to spend more time 
in meeting the electors person- 
ally, as his time had been taken 
up with province-wide work. 

Dr. Hope said that he came 
to tell the people of Macleod 
what we in Edmonton and the 
north country think of Mr. Mc- 
Donald. The impression which 
Mr. McDonald has created is 
simply marvelous, in such_a 
short time.

Hope then discussed a number 
of questions relative to the 
failure of the Brownlee Gov- 
ernment. He first dealt. with 
the election being held at this 
time. The Government had 
said they required a mandate 
from the people with regard to 
the Natural Resources. Had 
any of the other Provinces ask- 
ed for a mandate from the 
people, asked Dr. Hope. No, 
said the speaker, they did not 
require a mandate, the Brown- 
lee Government thought they 
would get a vote of confidence 
on the Resources, and so cover 
up their shortcomings of the 
yast nine years. But had Mr. 
3rownlee said a single word 
about how his government 
would administer the Resourc- 
es if returned to power? No, 
not a word, said Dr. Hope. Mr. 
Brownlee claims credit for the 
Resources, but 


years ago the Premiers of the 
aritime Provinces, Quebec 
and Ontario, and put up to 
them the question of the return 
of the Resources to the West- 
ern Provinces, and they were 
all united and agreeable that 
the Resources should be return- 
ed, and eventually Mr. King, 
Premier of the Liberal Govern- 
gave Mr. 


than_he had asked for. Also 
he gave the Resources to the 
Farmer Government in Mani- 


* toba, the Conservative Govern- 


ment in Saskatchewan, and the 
Conservative Government_ in 
British Columbia. Dr. Hope 
said that the Prime Minister 
of Canada deserved a great deal 
of credit for the manner in 


which he had dealt with the U 


Western Provinces regardless 


of their politics, in the matter t 


of the Resources, that all 
credit was not due to Mr. 
Brownlee. Dr. Hope had a 
good deal to say about the 
andling of the railway ques- 
tion by the Government, that 
the debt on these railways was 
not due to the previous Liberal 
Government, that the present 
Government had spent_ enor- 
mous sums on these railways, 
but the Doctor did not object 
to the money spent on railways, 
the railways were needed for 
opening up the country, but 
what he did object to was that 
the Liberal Government was 
being blamed for the debt. Up 
to 1918 the population of the 
North was growing fast, but 
the war breaking out stopped 
immigration entirely, and for 
yeats circumstances over which 
the Government had no con- 
trol was the cause of the losses 
on the Northern Railways. But 
before the present Govern- 
ment came into power these 
railways were beginning to 
pay, the population was again 
increasing greatly, and this 
was one of the factors ~which 
enabled the Government to 
make the good deal they did 
for the Railways. Dr. Hope 
spoke of the Telephones and 
Highways, and scored the Gov- 
ernment on their handling of 
these departments. The Doc- 
tor told how the Liberal Gov- 
ernment had earmarked the 
Motor Licence fees” for High- 
ways, but the present Govern- 
ment had taken the earmark 
off and was now spending the 
bulk of that money and the 
Gas Tax on capital and other 
accounts. Dr. Hope said in 
closing, “We object to the lack 
of policy of the Government 
at this election. Do you know 
what their programme is for 
the future? No, said Dr. Hope, 
all that we can find out is that 
Mr. Brownlee, says trust me. 
The Doctor’s last word was: 
“Get behind Mr. McDonald and 
send him to Edmonton, as Mr. 
McDonald has put the town of 
Macleod on the map of the 
Province.” 

Mr. Webster said he was 
glad to be in Macleod to sup- 
port Mr. McDonald, and glad 
to see so many ladies present. 
He told of the fears at first of 
some of the leaders of the Lib- 
eral party as to the ability of 
Mr. McDonald to lead the 
party, but, said Mr. Webster, 
all fears are now dispelled since 
these men have seen the work 
Mr. McDonald has been doing 
thoughout the Province and 
the splendid impression he has 
produced on the minds of the 
electors wherever he has gone. 

We are here, said Mr. Web- 
ster, to discuss the administra- 
tion of the Government. We 
find that they are trying to ex- 


plain their failure in administ- 


ering the finances of the Prov- 
ince. We hear a lot about the 
public debt. The first two 
years that I was in the House I 
tried to get to the bottom of 
the finances of the Province. 
I asked the Auditor General to 
publish a monthly statement 
of the Public Debt the same as 
the Dominion Government does 
in the Dominion Gazette, but 
it was voted down, and Mr, 
Shield was one of those who 
voted against it. Mr. Webster 
spoke of the increase in the 
number of Government serv- 
ants, and the enormous amount 
that is being paid out in 
salaries now compared to 1921, 
he said the Auditor General 
was paid over $10,000.00 a 
year, and he had 33 assistants, 
and yet his department could 
not give the House a monthly 
statement of the Publie Debt. 
He said that the speakers for 
the Government were stressing 
the amount paid for Old Age 
pensions, but they forget to 
state that the Dominion Gov- 
s paying 50 per cent 


ernment 
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and the Municipalities 10 per 
cent a total of 60 per cent of 
these pensions. Alberta stands 
alone, said Mr, Webster, of all 
the Provinces in the Dominion, 
where no reduction of Public 
Debt or Taxes has been made. 
Surpluses have been shown, 
but these have been made 
simply by a manipulation of 
the accounts. He said that 
Special Warrants had been is- 
sued by Order of Council, and 
he asked, where was Mr. Shield 
(who is talked of as‘a wizard 
of finance), when the Govern- 
ment voted between 4 and 5 
million dollars ofs Government 
money to Wood, Gundy & Co. 
Mr. Shield, he also said, voted 
against his resolution in 1929 
for a reduction of the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Tax. These 
figures and records, said Mr. 

ebster, were not taken from 
specially prepared charts such 
as Mr. Brownlee was showing 
all over the Province, but were 


taken from the published rec- \. 


ords of the Government, which 
any one could see and verify 
for themselves, Mr. Webster 
\spoke of the efforts of the Op- 
position in the House to co- 
operate with the Government 
on a number of questions, but 
all efforts were turned down. 
He specially mentioned the Ed- 
ucation Bill, when Mr. Shaw, 
the leader of the Liberals, mov- 
ed that a committee represent- 
ing all parties be appointed to 
consider the educational ques- 
tion with a view to bringing in 
a Bill. Mr. Webster said that 
all the Liberals, all the Con- 
servatives, some of the Labor 
party and one lone U. F. A. 
member had the courage of his 
convictions and voted for the 
resolution, but all the other 
. F. A. members voted against 
it, and among them Mr. Shield, 
he Macleod member. This 
Province will not succeed, said 
Mr. Webster, if left to the 


dominating group. What is 
wanted is a Government of 
men representative of every 


class and every industry in the 
Province, and more especially 
at this time would such a Gov- 
ernment be fitted to handle the 
Natural Resources for the full 
benefit of the Province. This 
is my conception of how the 
affairs of the Province should 
be governed, and, said Mr. 
Webster, if you send Mr. Mc- 
Donald to Edmonton, he, and 
men of his type, will see that 
such government is given to 
the Province.

An enthusiastic audience, 
largely composed of women, 


packed the town hall out to the 
sidewalk to hear Mrs. Nellie 
McClung, of Calgary, when she 
spoke at Macleod on Tuesday 
evening in the interests of 
McDonald, 
Leader and candidate for this 
constituency. 

A. F. Grady was chairman 
and was es on the 
latform by Mrs. McClung, 
Mrs. G. A. Hagle, president of 
the Calgary Liberal Women’s 
Club, Mrs. M. Salmon, Treasur- 
er of the Calgary Club, and J. 
W. McDonald, K. C. 

The Chairman, after a few 
introductory remarkes, intro- 
duced J. W. McDonald, K. C., as 
the first speaker. : 

Mr. McDonald:—Mr. Chair- 
man, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
On Saturday evening last when 
Mr. Webster and Dr, Hope were 


here I had the privilege of ad- 4 


dressing you for a very few 
minutes only. I purposely took 
only a few minutes as I wanted 
to give these two people from 
the North and the South of the 
Province an opportunity to tell 
you of the issues in this elec- 
tion. It was at this meeting, 
I think, that I said that I was 
determined as Leader of the 
Liberal Provincial Party to see 
that all our discussions should 
be on a high plane and should 
be carried on in a dignified 
manner, and that is what I am 
asking of every person in this 
Province, that we should dis- 
cuss questions that are up for 
discussion in a dignified and 
intelligent manner. Now some 
things have been brought to 
my notice this evening. I do 
not know why, but it has been 
brought to my attention that 
my opponents have not been 


conducting the campaign in 
this way. have also been 


usked to make an explanation 
to-night. In fact, two explana- 
tions—and I am going to make 
them, although I do not know 
just what connection they have 
with this campaign, especially 
one of them. The first one is: 
I have been asked to-night to 
say what salary I have been 
vetting as mayor of this town 
for the last 7 years. To this 
question I am saying that | 
have not received one single 
cent as Mayor of this town for 
7 vears. I hope that that will 
finally set at rest this question. 
There have been times when | 
have received fees for legal 
work. Legal fees, but if I had 
not done the work, some other 
lawyer would have and I think 
I did it very much more cheap 
ly. It has never been a salary 
account. I was asked to make 
this explanation about half an 
hour ago, but the records of 
the Town will show that I re 
ceived nothing whatever as 
Mayor, and a very small fee for 
the legal work. 

The other explanation was 
this: It was brought to my 
attention this afternoon that I 
used an offensive term at the 
Nobleford meeting. I used the 
expression “Dirt Farmers.” | 
used that expression because in 
1921 the U. F. A. agitated for 
a return of farmers to the 
Legislature. They said that 
they wanted nothing but “Dirt 
Farmers” and I borrowed the 
expression from the U. F. A. 
themselves. The term was 
certainly not meant in an offen- 
sive way and I am quite con- 
vinced that the person who 
took objection to that is only 
trying to find a reason for vot- 
ing against me. I hope now I 
have made these two explana- 
tions clearly. 

Mr. McDonald went on to 
cricitize the U. F. A. Govern- 
ment for its failure to carry 
out its pledges of economy, re- 
trenchment of administration 
and co-operation with other 
parties. In dealing with the 

romises of economy, Mr. Mc- 
Jonald showed that the Prov- 
incial debt according to the 

ublic accounts, in 1921 was 
57,000,000. At the end of the 
year 1929 it was $101,000,- 
000.00. These are figures ad- 
mitted by the U. F. A. Govern- 
ment, and still, in the face of 
this, they will try to manipu- 
late figures to show that the 
debt is not so great as this. 
This shows a rise in the public 
indebtedness of $44,000,000.00 
during a time that the popula- 
tion increased by less than 65,- 
000 people. The expenditure 
showed that the Government 
was now spending $20,000 a 
day in excess of what was be- 
ing spent per day in 1921. “It 
meant too that the public in- 
debtedness had increased from 
$102.00 to 164,00 per capita. 
Still one of the chief complaints 
of the U. F. A. in 1921 was that 
the debt was growing too fast 
in comparison with the increase 
in population. These figures 
stood out against the Govern- 
ment even though the income 
was vastly increased from sev- 
eral sources of revenue, as for 
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J. W. McDonald, K. C., Provin- 
cial Liberal Leader and Lib-! 
eral Candidate in Macleod 
Provincial Constituency. 


example, the Liquor Act, Motor 
Tax, Gasoline Tax, etc., ete. 
There were in 1921 99 sources 
of revenue to the Provincial 
Treasury. In 1929 there were 
174. Notwithstanding the 
number of new sources of rev- 
enue, the debt steadily increas- 
ed. The capital indebtedness 
increased, and there was a 
complete failure to reduce tax- 
ation. The Liberals of the 
Legislature had brought in 
resolutions favoring the aboli- 
tion of the Supplementary Rev- 
enue Tax, but although both 
Conservatives and _ Liberals 
favored this scheme, the U. F. 
Government by virtue of 
the number of its followers, de- 
feated the resolution, and the 
Pe Revenue Tax 
still stands. 

ie favored the ear-marking 
of the gasoline tax and motor 
licenses revenue to be used ex- 
clusively in road building and 
maintenance. The fund could 
be under the jurisdiction of a 
Highway Commission that 
would be non-political. He 
criticised the failure of the U. 
F. A. Government to co-operate 
with other parties. Mr. Mc- 
Donald cited the case of the ad- 
ministration of the Educational 
system to show that in 1927, 
1928, 1929 and 1930 offers were 
made by the Liberals to co- 
operate with the Government 
in the construction of an Ed- 
ucation Bill. They favored an 
invitation being given to 
Trustees’ Associations, Teach- 
ers’ Associations, and to all 
other parties represented in 
the Legislature to co-operate 
in the construction of such a 
bill, but on every occasion the 
offer was spurned by the 
Honourable Perrin Baker, Min- 
ister of Education. This was 
a direct refusal to carry out 
their promise of co-operation. 
The Education Bill brought in 
by Perrin Baker on two succes- 
cessive occasions favoring the 
division of the Province into 
arge areas was then dealt 
with, and Mr. McDonald point- 
ed out that the result of the 
Bill would be to rob rural! school 
trustees of all discretionary 
powers with regard to the en- 


gagement and dismissal of 
teachers, and in prescribing 
secondary classes in public 


schools. 

He referred briefly to the 
Donatville Credit Society— an 
inquiry which he said opened 
up a very unsavory page in the 
administration of provincial 
affairs. 

He referred also to the re- 
fusal of the Government to ac- 
cept the policing offer of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 

Mr. McDonald gave credit to 
the Government for having 
good intentions, but he said 
they did not measure up to the 
opportunity that they had had, 
and the result was a dismal 
failure in many respects. 

He made a final plea for the 
support of the electors on June 
19th, saying that the position 
that had been given him came 
to him with an overwhelming 
sense of responsibility, primar- 
ily to the Province, and second- 
arily to the Liberal party and 
Macleod and district. He also 
promised, if elected, to do the 
very best possible for the Town 
of Macleod and district ad- 
jacent thereto, and to always 
give an attentive ear to any re- 
quirements of the constituents. 

Mrs. Nellie McClung then 
addressed the meeting: 

“You have heard a very clear 
exposition of Provincial mat- 
ters from your candidate and 
the Leader of our party in Al- 
berta, Mr. McDonald. I am 
very proud to be here to-night 
in support of him in this con- 
stituency, although it is a mat- 
ter of personal regret to me 
that I have to be here appear- 
ing against Mr. Wm, Shield. I 
was In the House for 5 years 
and sat opposite Mr. Shield, 
and I do not need to tell you, 
because am sure you all 
know, that he is a man of fine 


character and splendid ability. ' 


You have two good men up for 
election, but to-night I am go- 
ing to try without disparaging 
Mr. Shield, for whom 1! have 
the greatest respect, to point 
out to you that so far as | am 
concerned, Mr, McDonald is the 
man you should support. I am 
very glad indeed to see so many 
people here to-night. It is be- 
ing said now that it is hard to 
get people interested in polities. 
There are so many other things 
to do, I think Mr. MeDonald 
and the friends here should be 
complimented on this large and 
intelligent audience of people

“Tam very glad indeed to! 
see so many women here to- 
night. My appeal to-night is 
to the women, the men may 
listen in, perhaps to advantage, 
but it is the women that J want 
to speak to particularly to- 
night. 
“IT was brought up on a farm 
in Manitoba and I think I know 
something about farming. 


When I tell people how long ago ‘ 


it was that [ lived on the farm 
in Manitoba, they wonder how 
any person who has lived so 
long is able to walk about at 
all. I remember we were so 
isolated that it did not make 
any difference to us what was 
going on anywhere as long as 
our ey” crop was good. We 
used to get our mail in the 


spring; just as regular as the 


spring came we got our mail, 
and there was no difficulty 
about answering by return mail 
as the mail was carried by boat 
the Assiniboia. But that is 
changed now. The whole 
world is one neighborhood. 
When Ghandi over in India told 
his people that he wanted them 
to go back to the hand 
looms, and that they should 
not use any other cotton, 
the cotton market wavered 
in Liverpool, and as a result 
of that you know how Queen 
Mary came out and wanted all 
the people to wear cotton and 
there was a change felt all over 
the world because one man in 
India said something. The 
world has been brought to- 
ether, and that is one reason 
why I am not in favor of class 
Government in this wonderful 
Province of Alberta. I want to 
explain something about that. 
Those of us who are brought 
up on the farm feel it more 
keenly than others. I feel it 
keenly that I cannot belong to 
the U, F. A. If a bar is put 
right in your face you feel like 
the little girl that was not ask- 
ed to the party. I was brought 
up on a farm in the old days in 
Manitoba when we were glad 
to get 47c a bushel for our 
wheat and when we made the 
haul to Brandon riding on a 
load of wheat in. the winter 
time, if you know what that 
means. It is a pretty cold place 
to ride, and we bought our sup- 
plies with the wheat money we 
got, and I think that I know 
something about farming con- 
ditions, but yet I cannot belong 
to the U. F. A. party—they 
would not let me in. Now I 
say, we want a party to have 
just as wide a base as possible. 
Do you think the farmers are 
any wiser. 1 am here to say 
that the farmers are not wiser. 
They are no more honest. We 
have in Alberta one-seventh of 
all the available coal in the 
world. There are 200 tons of 
coal for every man, woman and 
child, I think of that some- 
times when I am hard up, and 
wish I could get some. Look 


at the resources of oil and gas K 


that we do not know anything 
about, and it is not too far to 


look ahead to the time in the J, 


future when we will have more 
people employed in the mines, 
and elsewhere. We may have 
more of this class, and if we 
endorse class Government a 
clash may come between these 
two occupational groups, and 
then the rest of us will be left 
out altogether. I think the 
time has come for us now to 
do some serious thinking along 
these lines. Now I do not want 
to make any disparaging re- 
marks about any individual 
members in the U, F. A., but I 
do say that their system is 
wrong, and when I was looking 
at them across the hall I gave 
many instances to show that it 
Was Wrong.

up till 1921, 
women we acquired a 

many things we were after. 
Mrs. Edwards, here, took a 
leading part in the work that 
was done. They gave us very 
good consideration. In 1917 
we got the vote on equality 
with men, and following those 
years we got the “Married 
Women’s Relief Act,’ “The 
Dower Act” and “Equal 
Parental Rights.’ One by one 
these grievances were ironed 
out under the old party system. 
The U. F. A. used to come be- 
fore the Government, and they 
were given a most cordial wel- 
come. They used to make 
representation to the old party 
Government and they were 
listened to with a great deal of 
respect and sympathy, and in 
1921 when the old Government 
was defeated one of the strong 
criticisms was that it had done 
too much for the farmers. 
There were 36 farmers in the 
old Liberal Government, one 
of them being the Premier, the 
Hon. Chas. Stewart as you 
know. When the Liberal Gov- 
ernment was defeated I hap- 
pened to be one of those who 
sat in opposition, and I want 
to say that I never saw a party 
stick together with greater 
docility than they did. At 
times there were questions that 
came up and I thought there 
must be a difference of opinion 
across the house, but you would 
never know it. Will vou tell 
me why the farmers should be 
more combined than any other 
class of people. They used to 
let us talk, and would listen to 
us very patiently while we wax- 
ed hot in our arguments, but 
the look on their faces said, 
“Talk as long as you like, we 


can vote you down, we will 
vote vou down,” and they 
did. This is not the day for 


autocracy, and there can be 
autocracy of groups just as 
much as there can be autocracy 
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of individuals, and I am here 
to-night to plead with you that 
we shall widen the basis of our 
politics—that we will send 
representatives to Edmonton 
who are not bound to represent 
one class, but all classes. Think 
of our own Dominion—We have 
the manufacturing industries 
in the East and the Agricul- 
tural interests in the West: 
80°, of the manufacturing is 
dene in Ontario and Quebec. 
Supposing the manufacturers 
of the East said they would go 
to Ottawa and hold the reins of 
power—How would you like 
that? Well, imagine some- 
thing else which I think is im- 
possible. Supposing we out- 
numbered the men in this Prov- 
ince—we would say, look here, 
the men have run things for a 
long time and now it is time 
for a change. We will take the 
reins and we will have a 
Women’s Government. I do 
not think we could have it, but 
use any group argument. The 
men would certainly think 
there was something wrong 
there. We would have more 
right on our side than any oc- 
cupational group because all 
classes would be represented. 
There would be the lawyers’ 
wives, the doctors’ wives, the 
farmers’ wives, and so on. We 
would be very fair to all classes 


because all classes would be 
represented. 

“Mrs. McClung snoke at some 
length on the Education Bill! 
and thoroughly agreed with 
what Mr. McDonald said. 

“In conclusion, Mrs. Mc- 


Clung made an earnest plea for 
the election of Mr. McDonald 
on the 19th of June.

J. D. MATHESON, K. C., 
CHOICE OF CONSERVA- 
TIVE CONVENTION AT 
MACLEOD LAST SATUR- 
DAY TO CONTEST MAC- 
LEOD CONSTITUENCY IN 
FEDERAL ELECTION 


J. D. Matheson, K. C., of 
Macleod was the choice of the 
Conservative convention at 
Macleod, on Saturday after- 
noon in the Empress Theatre, 
to contest the Macleod con- 
stituency in the coming Fed- 
eral election. 

There were four nomina- 
tions: first, John Herron, the 
veteran Conservative war- 
horse, was nominated by J. L. 
Fawcett and J. D. Matheson, 
but “Honest John’ promptly 
declined, stating that on ac- 
count of his age and physical 
disability he could not accept, 
but that he would be out to 
fight for the man who would 
be nominated, on platform and 
otherwise, every day till the 
election day. C. Lynch-Staun- 
ton, Pincher Creek, and S. G. 
Bannan, barrister, Blairmore, 
nominated, J. D. Matheson, 
x. C.  P. A. Hood and T. H. 
Cobby, both of Claresholm, 
nominated Dr. Keen, of Nanton. 
R. Watt, barrister, Clares- 
holm, was also nominated but 
withdrew. J. H. Jackson, bar- 
rister, Pincher Creek and Dr. T 
Tupper, Claresholm, were 
scrutineers. The vote was 
Matheson 59; Keen 25, which 
showed 84 delegates present. 
Dr. Keen at once moved that 
the nomination be made unani- 
mous, Which was carried amidst 
great applause. 


J. D. Matheson, K. C., presi- 
dent of the Conservative As- 
sociation for the past four 


years, opened the meeting, and 
Geo, H. Scougall, secretary, 
read the minutes of the last 
convention. Considerable dis- 
cussion took place at the open- 
ing of the meeting regarding 
the calling of the convention 
on such short notice, and hav- 
ing it on a Saturday prevented 
many business men from at- 
tending. The kick came prin- 
cipally from the northern part 
of the Riding, as very few dele- 
gates were present from be- 
yond Claresholm. A motion 
Was proposed to postpone the 
nominations for a future date, 
but was lost on a vote of 28 for 
and 43 against postponement. 

The first business was the 
election of officers for the as- 
sociation, which resulted as fol- 
lows: Hon. Pres.—Hon. R. B. 
Bennett; Pres.—J. R. Watt, 
Claresholm; Vice-Pres.—W. E. 
Tustain, Cowley; Executive: 
One from each old Provincial 
Riding—Okotoks, V. C. Hes- 
sler; High River, H. L. Span- 
kie; Nanton, E. B. Trull; 
Claresholm, P. A. Hood; Mac- 
leod, J. L. Fawcett; Pincher 
Creek, R. O. Allison; Rocky 
Mountain, John Kerr; member 
at large, S. G. Bannan; Secre- 
tary to be appointed by the 
executive. Mr, Watt, in tak- 
ing the chair, thanked the con- 
vention for the honor of elect- 
ing him as president, and said 
that he would do his best to 
keep alive the Association and 
would do everything in his 
power to make it an active 
organization, and he asked all 
present to do their level best 
to win this election. 


The nominations then took 
place, and Mr. Matheson, on 
taking the platform, was _ re- 
ceived with loud applause. He 


thanked the convention for the 
nomination, stating that he ac 
cepted it with gratitude and 
that he would spare no pains 
to be a worthy candidate, and 
use every means in his nower 
to win the election. Mr, Math 
eson said that Dr. Keen and he 
were old personal friends and 
he was certain that Dr. Keen 
would help in the contest in 
every way. He said he did not 
wish to detain them with a long 


speech as it was getting late 
und some of them had a ton 

way to go, but in a few words 
he would like to say that from 
all accounts in the press and 
from other sources, especially 
amongst the working classes, 
it seems to be a foregone con- 
clusion that R. B. Bennett and 
the Conservative party will be 
returned to power on July 28th. 
He said that the sentiment of 


the country had completely 
changed during the last 10 
months against the Liberal

Anyone, whatever  his_ poli- 
tical leanings, listening in on 
Monday evening to Premier 
King’s presentation at Brant- 
ford, Ontario, of the financial 
record of the Federal Govern- 
ment must have been struck 
with the contrast between that 
record and the record of the 
Brownlee Government so ably 
outlined by Mr. McDonald on 
Tuesday evening.

Is it any wonder then, that 
the electors in Alberta are 
thinking seriously these days, 
any wonder that their disillu- 
sion is so complete that, all 
over the Province there is a 
swing to Mr. McDonald, who 
has preached the doctrine ot 
retrenchment so effectively 
during the past.four weeks, the 
doctrine he practised so suc- 
cessfully in handling Macleod’s 
financial affairs during the 
past few years. : 

Mr. McDonald’s record in 
Macleod is known and talked 
of throughout the Province and 
the feeling grows daily that he 
is the man to guide this prov- 
ince through the next few 
years, which bid fair to be dif- 
ficult years indeed.

Stadium, New York, June 
13.—Max Schmeling won the 
heavyweight championship of 
the world from Jack Sharkey 
Thursday night in the fourth 
round of a 15-round battle that 
drew seventy thousand people. 
The end came suddenly atter 
the start of the fourth round, 
when Sharkey had piled up a 
big lead. 

The scene of confusion that 
followed Schmeling’s drop to 
the canvas almost duplicated 
the scene of the Miami ring 
in February when Sharkey 
won from Phil Scott. For some 
minutes Referee Jim Crowley 
could not make his decision and 
the ring was filled with argu- 
ing seconds, with one apparent- 
lv hurt in the fight and a 
glowering, bellicosely, almost 
frantic Sharkey. 

Referee Crowley had not 
seen the blow, a low blow that 
apparently smashed below the 
German challenger’s belt line. 
Judge Charles Mathieson, on 
one side of the ring said he had 
not seen the blow, but Judge 
Harold Brand in front of whom 
the punch was struck, said the 
punch was six inches below 
the belt. 

Fight By Rounds 

Round one—Sharkey fought 
carefully with his left but 
could not touch the German’s 
head. He missed. Max step- 
ped in with a sharp left hook 


| to the chin and neatly blocked 


the Boston sailor’s counter. 
Max bobbed under Jack’s left, 
hooked his left to the chin and 
fell in close with a slug to the 
body. Sharkey, a big man any- 
way, looked physically super- 
ior to Schmeling in every way. 
As Sharkey missed a left Max 
whipped over his first right, a 
short smash that thudded on 
Sharkey’s head, Jack appear- 
ed shocked and stormed Max 
madly. He clinched, however, 
and they were sparring at the 
bell. 

Round two—Sharkey seem- 
ed to argue with his seconds in 
the corner and came out on his 
toes boxing carefully. The 
black thatched German dove in 
with a left and right to the 
body and Sharkey hammered 
both hands to the head. They 
clinched, wrestled and Shar- 
key pumped a left to the head. 
He met Max coming forward 
again with a sharp right to the 
cheek and stabbed the German 
off balance with his left, Shar- 
key grew more aggressive, but 
ever watchful of Max’s right 
and he stabbed for the head. 
Max didn’t seem to mind, al- 
though he stepped into two 
uppercuts and he banged a left 
hook and another short right 
on Sharkey’s head. The sailor 
warmed to his fight, hooked a 
left to the body and right to 
the head, but Max sneaked over 
a left hook and Sharkey bang- 
ed the German with a straight 
right on the chin and they 
stabbed until the bell rang. 

Round three—Sharkey tore 
after the Teuton and_ they 
swapped rights to the chin on 
the ropes, both were clean jar- 
ring punches. Max sneaked 
over another right and banged 
Sharkey’s body in close while 
the sailor tried to tie him up, 
A short right full on the chin 
shook Schmeling. A barrage 
of rights sent him floundering. 
Another right sent him to the 
ropes and he came out badly 


hurt and holding on for dear 
life. Sharkey, cool as falling 
snow, stepped into Schmeling 
with a left and another right. 
He was taking his time, cut- 
ting his man down. Max 
stumbled through the blows, 
arms wrapped around his head, 
as he slowly recovered the Ger- 
man shot a feeble left hook to 
the chin. 
with two left hooks that doubl- 
ed Max up and sent him back 
to his corner a bit staggery at 
the bell. 

Round four — Schmeling’s 
seconds rubbed his neck with 
ice and gave him deep drinks 
while Sharkey sat across the 
ring complacently awaiting the 
kill. Sharkey stepped into 
Max with a left jab, a right 
punishing blow to the chin and 


disdainfully brushed aside 
Max’s countering left. The 
dogged German rallied and 
fired a right hand bolt into 


Sharkey’s chin that shook the 

American. The crowd roared 

as it landed and Sharkey tossed 

caution aside for a second to 
fling both hands widely at the 
crouching Schmeling head. 

Sharkey settled down, smiled 
took another right and smash- 
ed both hands to Schmeling’s 
body. He crossed a wicked 
right to the German’s chin but 
Max stayed up. They clinched 
as Sharkey tried repeatedly to 
twist Schmeling. Max went 
down under a left to the body 
claiming a foul. He could not 
rise. There was another mad 
scene as the seconds stormed 
into the ring yelling foul, while 
Referee Crowley could not 
seem to make a decision, it was 
a perfect repetition of the 
Miami fiasco as Schmeling, in 
agony was carried to his corn- 
er and rolled on his feet. Still 
Crowley refused to make a 
decision and the ring now was 
full of seconds arguing. 

After several minutes’ argu- 
ment Crowley decided that 
Sharkey’s left hook had been 
low and Max Schmeling was 
new heavyweight champion by 
reason of a foul.

During the period from 1923 to 1930 while the Brownlee Government was increasing both the taxa- 
tion and the capital debt of the Province to this alarming extent, the Dominion Government has decreased 
taxation to the extent of millions of dollars per annum and decreased the national debt by two hundred and 
fifty millions, and during the same period, to take an instance right at home, the town of Macleod reduced 
taxation by almost half, cut down the municipal debt and accumulated a cash surplus of over one hundred 


thousand dollars, 


The Brownlee Government can hardly therefore blame its plight upon hard times. 


No tax has been reduced and none has been abolished but many have been increased and many new 


ones created. 


The Government has had the advantage of greatly increased income from several items, including 
liquor profits, moter licenses and gasoline taxes, yet in spite of all this, expenditure has increased faster 


than income would have increased but for increased taxation. 
taxes to meet the growing expenses of the Government. 


In other words, there had to be increased 


The Government expenditure to-day is $20,000.60 per day in excess of what it was when the present 
Government took the reins of power. 


The Government refused to abolish, or cut down to any extent, the Supplementary Revenue Tax.

In one respect, the Government has retrenched expenditure and that is in regard to Education in 
primary and secondary grades. In 1923, the Minister of Education reduced the grants to these grades and in 
1925 reduced the inspection staff. Although there are 1200 more rooms in primary and secondary grades 
in the Province now than there were 9 years ago, there is no more granted all the schools than the amount 


formerly granted. 


Although pretty nearly $300,000.00 more is spent on Education to-day it is practically 


all taken up by the grants to the University of Alberta. 


In 1929, Hon, Perrin Baker introduced his new school bill. 


In 1930, after much criticism of the 1929 


bill, he re-introduced a modified bill. This bill, if put into effect would have taken all discretionary powers 
with regard to rural schools from the rural school trustees reducing them virtually to the position of care- 
takers and tax payers. The bill was temporarily withdrawn—not permanently abandoned and it is no doubt 
the intention of the Government if returned to power, to put the bill in essentials through the Legislature. 
To four successive annual offers by the Liberals, of co-operation in the construction of an Education bill to 
lift the matter of Education out of politics, the Minister of Education gave refusals.
